Readjusting to college life 
not always an easy task

without homework, K- State stu- 
dents are back in Manhattan - 
back in the land of independent 
living, Aggieville, purple power 
and studying. 

Though a few students might 
be reveling in the smell of new text- 
books and the prospect of spend- 
ing another 50-plus hours in Hale 
Library this semester, most stu- 
dents are longing for the carefree 
days of winter break. The thrill of 
never waking up before noon al- 
ready feels like a distant memory. 

Getting back into the swing 
of school is never a simple task 
for students. It's not the college 
lifestyle that's the difficult part;

Satoris Culbertson, assistant 
professor of psychology, said some 
people are able to segment their 
lives while others find it more dif- 
ficult.

and studying life. Culbertson said 
students who are able to segment 
often have an easier time jumping 
back into the school setting after a 
significant amount of time away. 

Students whose families live a 
few hours away from Manhattan 
are more likely to fall into this cat- 
egory, according to Culbertson. 

"For example," she said, "if 
you live six hours away, when you 
leave you only think about fami- 
ly, and now that you're back, you 
only think about school." 

If a student's family is just a 
short drive away, though, getting 
in the mood to study can be a bit 
harder. 

"If you live really close and 
are expected to go home every 
weekend, you have a constant 
integration of family," she said. 
"People enjoy being with family - 
there's something about that per- 
sonal time - but these students 
really have to remind themselves 
that now it's time to get back into 
work mode." 

Culbertson also said some 
students treat school as a job, only 



allowing themselves to think 
about studying from 8 a.m. - 5 
p.m. Though this too is a sepa- 
ration of studying and personal 
time, it is not the ideal kind. 

Dorinda Lambert, associ- 
ate director of counseling ser- 
vices, said it is important for re- 
turning students to make study- 
ing a part of their lifestyles and 
"get back into a structure of or- 
ganization." 

"Students need to be able 
to organize and focus their time 
and energy so that they can 
have a good balance of what 
they need to do for classes and 
themselves," she said. 

Instead of just perpetuating 
a vacation state of mind, Lam- 
bert said students need to rec- 
ognize it was great to be away 
and have a change of scenery, but 
that it is now time to focus on 
what is needed both on and off 
campus. 

"I really encourage students, 
when they first get their syllabus, 
to not put off trying to get orga- 
nized," she said. "[They] need to 
know what's coming up and orga- 
nize study time." 
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Lambert also said getting in- 
volved with friends, setting a good 
sleep schedule and scheduling a 
fun activity - such as exercise - 
during the week early in the se- 
mester are all just as essential to a 
successful semester as studying. 

"It's all about getting into 
good habits," she said.

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Choosing major not always easy task

Choosing a major can 
be overwhelming for stu- 
dents. There are seven 
undergraduate colleges at 
K-State, and within each 
college, there are several 
potential majors. Fortu- 
nately, the university has 
several resources to help 
students find the right ma- 
jor for them. 

"The best source for the 
student to change or de- 
clare a major is to contact 
their dean's office," said 
Barbara Nagel, manager 
of academic records in the 
registrar's office. "The col- 
lege [the student is] in has 
to sign off, and the college 
[the student is] going into 
has to sign also." 

Nagel said some stu- 
dents declare their major 
early and might not change 
it at all. However, she also 
said some students change 
their majors up to five or 
six times.

student and what they're 
going after," she said. "It 
also depends on the cours- 
es they take and how well 
they're doing." 

The College of Arts and 
Sciences offers an open op- 
tion major for students who 
may be undecided. Kellen 
Whaley, student assistant 
in the College of Arts and 
Sciences Deans Office, said 
the major helps students 
choose the right career 
path. 

"The open option advis- 
ers do a good job of asking 
what students are interested 
in to guide them in the right 
direction," Whaley said. "A 
lot of students that come 
in with an intended major 
and figure out it's not what 
they want to do can then go 
open option, and they can 
take their [general educa- 
tion] courses." 

Whaley, senior in mass 
communications and psy- 
chology, said students are 
allowed to stay in open 
option for up to 60 credit 
hours. He also said the pro- 



cess for a student to declare 
and change a major is fairly 
simple. While some majors 
have specific requirements, 
most majors are easily 
changed by submitting a 
form to the dean's office. 

"I was in that position 
where I didn't know if the 
major I had chosen was the 
right one for me," he said, 
"so I added on something 
else. No one says you're 
stuck doing [a particular 
major], and you can make 
the best of it or tweak it." 

Whaley said open op- 
tion is convenient because 
it gives students the op- 
portunity to explore vari- 
ous interests. He also said 
he wants to encourage un- 
decided students and tell 
them it is normal to be un- 
decided. 

"No one says that when 
you get to college, you have 
to have a major picked 
out," he said. "That's what 
college is about. You have 
to figure out what you want 
to do, and there's plenty of 
time for that."

Buying books locally or online depends on price, reliability

As the sidewalks of 
K- State begin to fill with 
students once again, the 
lines at the K- State Stu- 
dent Union and Varney's 
bookstores start snak- 
ing down corridors and 
halls. 

Steve Levine, book- 
store manager, said the 
long lines occur only 
once or twice throughout 
the week. Levine said the 
lines only appear long, 
and the time of arrival to 
the front is usually five 
minutes. 

"This semester, our 
slogan is, 'Right book, 
right here,'" he said. "You 
know that you're going 
to get the right book, and 
it's right here, and we 
competitively price our 
supplies." 

However, even with 
the convenience of loca- 
tion, many students look 
to the Internet to pur- 
chase their textbooks. 

A Web site founded by 
college students in 1997, 
www.Bookfinder.com, 
is a frequented site. The 
site contains as many as 
150 million books from 
150,000 sellers. 

Scott Laming, Book- 
finder. com public rela- 
tions representative, said 
the site allows students 
to compare prices across 
multiple markets. 

"You get to search all 
of these different book- 
stores, and you get the 
best price back, includ- 
ing shipping price," Lam- 
ing said. "When you're 
searching more differ- 
ent outlets and retail- 
ers, you'll have a better 




chance of finding 
the book." 

A study done in 2007 
by the National Asso- 
ciation of College Stores 
warns students against 
purchasing books on- 
line. 

According to the 
study, a case investigated 
by the FBI involved 568 
fake online seller ac- 
counts and 100,000 or- 
ders by students that re- 
sulted in $5.3 million in 
fraud. 

"There are a lot of 
good deals out on the 
Internet, but they're not 
going to have all your 
books," Levine said. "It 
just takes one wrong 
book with no refund 
to make that book not 
worth it." 

When comparing the 
prices in the K-State 
bookstores, Amazon, 
com and Bookh'nder, 
there are drastic pricing 
differences. 

For a used MATH 100 
textbook, K- State stores 
charge $106.00, Ama- 
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zon charges $33.99 and 
Bookfinder has a listing 
for $4.00. 

Many students per- 
ceive this great variance 
in prices to be a result 
of overpricing by local 



stores. The NACS study, 
however, indicates that 
college stores generate an 
average profit of only 4.5 
cents from every dollar 
spent on new textbooks. 
"That would probably 



be about what we do; we 
contribute to that study," 
Levine said. "We don't 
make any money on text- 
books really. I think a 
lot of things that people 
don't understand is that 



we're committed to pro- 
viding all the books that 
students need at K-State. 
The Internet is just like a 
garage sale. They don't 
care - it's just an open 
market."

Students waiting on late books 
can expect arrivals next week

Due to many reasons beyond the con- 
trol of K-State and Varney's Bookstore, there 
were more late book orders than usual for 
several classes. This has left many students 
without textbooks and other course supplies 
for the first week of school. 

"I don't think it's a big deal," said Katie 
Galliher, sophomore in animal sciences and 
industry. "I'll get [my late books] either be- 
fore class starts or in a short period of time." 

Dan Walter, textbook manager at Var- 
ney's, said there are some books and other 
required materials, such as the Introduction 
to Statistics computer access card, which are 
not currently on the shelves. But Walter as- 
sured students the missing materials will be 
in stock sometime next week. 

"Every semester, for a variety of reasons, 



some of the books aren't here at the start of 
classes," he said. "There are several custom 
published books, which we are still waiting 
on from the publishers. We'll try to let the 
instructors know when they arrive ... So if 
something isn't on our shelves, check back in 
a few days." 

Walter said students should keep sever- 
al things in mind to alleviate stress when pur- 
chasing books. First, students should bring 
their class schedules with the exact section 
and reference number, because many facul- 
ty members use different books for different 
sections. Second, if a book cannot be locat- 
ed, students should check with a sales clerk. 
The book might also be used for another 
class, with copies elsewhere in the store, or 
in overstock areas at another location. Third, 
students should check their course syllabi to 
see how soon books are actually needed for 
classwork.

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Organizational skills, items essential for success this semester

As college students, we start each 
semester with new goals. We're going to 
attend all of our classes. We're going to 
study before the day of tests. We're going 
to earn that elusive 4.0. The number of 
goals we will actually accomplish varies, 
but there is one step that can help steer

Think about it: you skip a morn- 
ing class because you forgot you had a 
paper due in your afternoon class. You 
study the night before a test because you 
let everything from other classes pile up.
